As a variation from the specific embodiment shown, the cut-outs may be off-set with 
respect to one another and the extent of off-setting may be such as to enhance the gripp ability 
grippability of the array of slides to be removed from the storage and dispensing container.

FIG. 14 is a front perspective view of a slight storage and dispensing container, according to another 
embodiment of the invention, featuring differently shaped cut-outs. 
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FIG. 15 is a front perspective view of a slight storage and dispensing container, according to another 
embodiment of the invention, featuring differently sized cut-outs.

Further, although the container of the invention has been illustratively shown and described as 
comprising a two-piece construction, it will be recognized that the invention is not thus limited, and that 
the container may alternatively be embodied as a single piece container. For example, the container may 
be formed in a unitary operation, with the cover being removable in a tear way tear-way fashion that 
forms the cut-outs. 
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
